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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "Laux does not redirect any 
requests from a query engine of a database system to another database system." Examiner is not persuaded. The above language is not 
claim language. In fact claim 5 recites "determining when the request is parsed whether an execution of the request is preferably done at 
least in part in another database system of the plurality." Examiner notes that the claim language does not recite where the parsing is 
done. Further the claim recites "preferaby done" which is not defined in the specification. Furthermore, claim 5 recites "if that is the case, 
redirecting that part of the of the execution to the other database system." The above limitation is ambiguous because "the case" lacks 
antecedent basis, that part is unrelated to any other part, the other database system lacks antecedent basis. Because the claim language 
is ambiguous, examiner is required to give the claim language its broadest reasonable interpretation. Clearly, Laux discloses that the query 
is directed in part to multiple databases in the distributed database system Examiner maintains Laux discloses "redirecting" under the 
criterion of broadest reasonable interpretation in the following paragraphs: abstract, paragraphs 2-11, 14, 20-32, 36, 37, 43, 49, 50, 51, 58, 
59 and 62 
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
